2* Paris footings 6 

Kr« Achilles noted the phrase, "we should be careful to avoid associating 
ourselves too closely with position of British government" in an Information 
Guidance on the Paris talks. Information officers here vill probably need some 
guidance on the meaning of this cryptic note. 


Col. Legere urged that the Bermuda meetings be used as a vehicle whereby 
British reluctance to cooperate with us on local issues in Berlin and on NATO 
military build-up be discussed. Mr. Sveeny (BN A) is deputy co-ordinator for this 
meeting.

7. Slow-Down of West German Truck Processing at Autobahn Checkpoints 


Mr. Mautner suggested that some thought be given to counter this harassment by 
sealing these vehicles in West Berlin before they proceed on the autobahn to Jest 
Germany, As East Berlin is now virtually closed off there should be no danger that 
West German trucks are bringing out material. 
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
